There is a considerable number of English prayers, and most of 
the rubrics are in English. Among signatures written in various parts 
of the book are those of Elizabeth Dacre (contemporary) and William 
Dacre.

As the errors pointed out in list of the above 
edition, however, are corrected in the undated issue, we may assume that this latter 
followed the other. As a monument of the most ancient Italian prose, it takes 
a primary rank, baving been written or compiled by an unknown author io the 
thirteenth century and containing, perhaps, the earliest specimens of the Italian 
language now extant. Gualteruzzi published them at the request of Bembo, and has 
preserved throughout the ancient orthography.

The only indication of the translator's name appears in the signature “ Richardus 
Asaphen,” printed at foot of the dedication. This is the Evirio Princeps of the 
standard Welsh Bible, having superseded the older version of Bishop Morgan. Perfect 
copies — singularly rare, although the book in a defective condition is not infrequently 
met with. 

This, says Anthony & Wood, is the translation now used in Wules, and is one of 
the best translations extant ; it is much better than the English. 

Parry’s still continues to be the authorized version ; it was revised and the ortho- 
graphy corrected by Bishop Lloyd in 1690; this revision being confirmed, but the 
orthography of proper vames restored, according to Parry, by the Welsh Bishops io

This volume will place in the hands of Shakespearian students all the materials 
that are required for studying the problems and conundrums connected with the poem 
Willobie his Avisa. It is discussed in many modern books on Shakespeare, and Mr. 
Sidney Lee’s life of the conjectured Henry Willoughby in the Dictionary of National 
Biography gives a condensed statement on the subject. But Dr. Grosart’s privately 
printed volume, issued to fifty subscribers in 1880, and of which only sixty-two copies 
were printed, has hitherto been essential to all who wished to study the question. I 
have obtained from Dr. Grosart’s executors the sole right to reprint the book. Taking 
Dr. Grosart’s introductions as a basis, I have re-investigated the subject, and have 
tried to trace out the local allusions by visiting the neighbourhood of Henry 
Willoughby’s birth-place. 

It must be remembered that the introductory verses to this poem contain the first 
mention of Shakespeare in Enylish literature, and I venture to think that my intro- 
duction increases the cumulative proof that W.S., one of the characters of the poem 
who is consulted by H.W. as to his love affairs, stands for William Shakespeare. 

The volume will contain, in addition to the reprint of Willobie his Avisa, from the 
1594 edition, The Apoloqie, and The Victory of English Chastity, which appeared in 
later editions, and the verses referring to Avisa prefixed to a poem published in 1596 
by Peter Colse. It will also contain three fac-similes from the copy of the extremely 
rare 1594 edition in the British Museum, viz. : the title-page, a page in which W.S. 
appears, and the last page. 

I have submitted the results of my investigations to Dr. Ward, the Master of 
Peterhouse, who writes—‘* Your introduction is admirable, fresh and clear,’’ and to 
Dr. Sidney Lee, whose letter concludes by saying. “‘ nothing but good can come of 
your strenuous efforts to throw light on the problem.”’ Mr. Swinburne, who has 
accepted the dedication of the volume, writes to me—‘“I have read your introduction 
most carefully and with the greatest interest ... . I congratulate you on the new 
light you have thrown on an equally bewildering and interesting subject.” 

I must also add that apart from its connection with Shakespeare, and apart from 
its antiquarian interest as throwing light on Elizabethan life and thonght, the poem 
of Willobie his Avisa contains passages of natural force and charm which give it 
a claim to live by its own merits.
